W hile the senate talks the peo­ 
ple cdf the country—of the civilised 
world—await the verdict.

time during this legislative day. 
The 
legislative day may extend into Sunday. 
After the debate had continued for 
eight hours yesterday an effort was 
made to reach an agreement to begin 
the vote upon all of the pending resolu­ 
tion* at f o’clock this evening, and in 
the confused colloquy among senator* 
there was made manifest for the first 
time a disposition to filibuster. 
Mr. 
Cattery (La. ), although disclaiming any 
intention to delay action unduly, ob­ 
jected to any agreement to the fixing of 
a time to vote. 
The debate then proceeded, bot in a 
few minutes W ellington (M d.) entered 
a motion to adjourn.

feat e*i by the decisive vote of 61 to IO. 
The emphatic manner in whioh the de­ 
cision was reached indicated a deter­ 
mination on the part of those senators 
who desired immediate action to en­ 
deavor to force the senate to remain in 
continuous session either until the ques­ 
tion was finally disposed of or uutil an 
agreement had been reached for a vote 
to be taken at some specific time in the 
future to be measured by hours.

ou fully aw akening he found tho draw ­ 
ing rnado and lying on the table bed side. 
w ith three bom s displayed in it which 
were not visible in the fossil, aud which 
solved the problem, On returning to the 
Jardiu des Plantes he obtained perm is­ 
sion of bis friend, the director, to chip 
uway a scale of stone w hich lay on the 
spot where the bones were in the draw ­ 
ing, and found them there as his draw ­ 
ing had given them. It is 80 years since 
Agassiz told me the incident, but those 
who have access to his history of the 
N orth American fishes w ill be able to 
read it in bis own words in tim intro­ 
duction aud correct my version if my 
memory bas in any detail failed m e.— 
London Spectator,

SLEEP AND DREAMS. 


H ow A |M it( W vriicd Oat; 
a S cientific 
P rob lem as H e iste d by H im self, 
The letters on sleep and dreams in 
The Spectator remind me of a case in 
tho experience of Agassiz, and which 
he told me himself, though it is record­ 
ed in his work on the American fishes. 
He was studying a fossil fish in the 
Jardin des Plantes, but had never been 
able to determine the species to his sat­ 
isfaction. After a time be dreamed that 
he canght the very fish aud without dif­ 
ficulty determined the question, think­ 
ing, as he woke from the dream, that 
he would buve no difficulty. 
But on 
returning to the fossil something in the 
dream had escaped him, aud he could 
no more determine the species than be­ 
fore. 
The next night be had the same dreanp 
and again forgot the essential point. 
He then determined to take a pencil and 
paper with him to bed and make his 
note as soon as he woke. 
The dream 
came the third time, but to his surprise 
on fully awakening he found the draw­ 
ing mado aud lying on the table bed side, 
with three bones displayed in it which 
were pot visible in the fossil, and which 
solved the problem. On returning to the 
Jardin des Plantes ha obtained permis­ 
sion of his friend, tho direo|tor, to chip 
away a scale of stone which lay on the 
spot where the bones were in the draw­ 
ing, and found them there as his draw­ 
ing had given them. It is SO years since 
Agassiz told me the incident, but those 
who have access to his history of the 
North American fishes w ill be able to 
read it in his own words in tire intro* 
duct ion aud correct my version if my 
memory has in any detail failed w e.— 
London Spectator.
